HUSBAND HAD JUST LEFT THE 
ROOM. 
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Mrs. Smith Passed to the Room of a 
Woman Friend and Without a 
Word Jumped to the Pave- 
ment Below. 
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Mrs. Charles Smith of Gillespie, TIil., 
jumped from a rear second story window 
of the Empire House, at Alton, yesterday 
afternoon and sustained injuries that will 
likely result in her death. 

It is thought Mrs. Smith made her tragic 
leap with suicidal intent while laboring 
under sudden mental aberration. 

Mrs. Smith, with her husband, had 
in Alton several days, visiting Mr. 
Mrs. Richard Buffe. Mr. Buffe is the 
prietor of the Empire House and his guests 
occupied a large second story room over- 
looking the brick paved alley in the rear 
of the hotel. 

Mrs. Smith had been in good health and 
spirits during her sojourn in Alton and 
when her husband left her about 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon he did not notice that any- 
thing was troubling her. 

He went down into the rotunda of the 
hotel and while he was there, Mrs. Buffe 
thought she would drop in on Mrs. Smith 
for a brief call. 

According to Mrs. Buffe, Mrs. Smith 
rushed to the open window overlooking the 
alley, as soon as she entered and without 
saying a word leaped out. 

Mrs. Buffe says she looked as though 
she was frightened and acted as if she 
thought she (Mrs. Buffe) would harm her. 

As Mr3. Buffe saw Mrs. Smith rush for 
the window, she rushed in the same direc- 
tion and tried to catch her but failed. 

Mrs. Smith struck the brick paving with 
|'a crash. Both her legs and one arm were 
' broken by the fall and she was rendered un- 
conscious 

Mrs. Buffe went excitedly from the room 
and summoned medical assistance and Mrs. 

Smith was carried, limp and bleeding, to 
St. -oseph’s Hospital. There the doctors 
pronounced her chances for recovery slight. 

Mr. Smith is prostra*ed over the unfor- 
tunate affair. He can assign no. reason for 
his wife's action, except that advanced by

TO THE ELUSIVE NORTH POL 
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ships, Gets Within 207 Miles of the 
Pole—Further North Than 
Any Other Human S3e- 
ing Has Gone. 


LONDON, Sept. 8.—Unusual interest has 
been excited in the scientific world by the 
of the return of the Stella 
Polare with the Duke of Abruzzi's arctic 


expedition on board. The Stella Polare 
reached a point in latitude 86.33 north, thus 
pentrating further north than Dr. Nansen's 
record. 

The Stella Polare remained fast in the 
ice for eleven months. 

Dr. Nansen reported that he left his ship, 
the Fram. on March 14, 189, in S84 degrees 
north latif~ude, and that he had traversed 
the polayhsen to a point S6 degrees 14 min- 
utes north. north of the New Siberian 
Islands. This was four degrees further 
north than any previous explorer had 
reached. ~ 

Previous to Nansen's attempt the fol- 
lowing were among the records of Arctic 
exploration: 

1866-—Van Otter (a Swede) reached 81 degrees 42 
minutes N.

ANOTHER VERSION OF OMAR. 


Omar literature does not decline in popularity, at least 
a@mong the translators. The latest contribution is from F. 
York Powell, whose version will be eagerly compared with 
those of Fitzgerald and Le Gallienne. 

Here is one of the quatrains: 

“Whether in Heaven or Hell my lot be stay’d, 
A Cup, a Lute, a fair and frolic Maid, 
Within a place of roses please me now; 

While on the chance of heaven thy life is laid.” 

Compere this with Fitzgeralki’s: 

“A book of verses underneath the Bough, 

A Jug of Wine, a Loaf of Bread—and Thou 
Beside me singing in the wilderness— 

Oh, wilderness were Paradise enow.”’ 

They do not seem to be from the same original. It was long 
ago said that there was more of Fitzgerald in his version than 
Omar. This may be true, but it is doubtful if the fact im- 
pairs the popularity of the work. York Powell's and other 
translations may be more faithful to the letter of the original, 
but Fitzgerald's paraphrase—if it is a paraphrase—is not goon 
te be banished from the hearts of reflective readers. 
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We may have a dozen bogus proclamations from Aguinaldo 
before the presidential campaign is over. 
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1870—1/900. 


There is a noteworthy contrast between the German temper 
of 1900 and that of 1870, when the Franco-Prussian war broke 
out. 

The fussy, furious speeches of the Emperor have attracted 
world-wide attention. He seizes every 6ccasion to make a 
epeech and when there is no occasion he talks anyhow. Boast- 
ful, arrogant, threatening, William's conduct seems at this 
distance most un-Germaniike. Nor is Waldersee’s assur- 
ance that “so long as this arm has the strength to hold 
this baton an order to retreat will not pass my lips,” any 
more dignified. In essence these speeches are no more ele- 


- vated or manly than the ante-fight bray of pugilists. 


In 1870, when France declared war, and while the Parisians 
for joy and vowed to celebrate thelr Emperor's birth- 
gay in Berlin, the Germans of all degrees went about their 
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| business in silence. 


Moltke issued Ais orders in meager 
phrase. Bismarck smiled sardonically and the common so0}- 
dier polished up bis weapons and sang “Watch on the Rhine.” 
Not a word was said about going to Paris, not a hint was 
heard of the Eimpire, the crown of Bismarck’s life-work. But 
a few months later the German army entered Parfs and the 
old King was proclaimed Emperor at Versailles. 

The contrast is painful, and the worst of it is that the theat- 
rical performances of William II. and his officers are ap- 
plauded by a large section of the German press. The fact 
may or may not indicate an alteration in national! character. 
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Corporations own the Berlin street railways, yet a passen- 
ger rides six miles for 1% cents. A sign is posted on the 
outside of cars informing patrons how many seats are left 
and what proportion of the standing room remains. When 
the seats are occupied and the platforms have enough people 
on them not to make riding uncomfortable, the car does not 
make any stops on signal. Enough cars to accommodate 
everybody are operated. The roads pay the city 10 per cent 
of gross earnings. This ratio is fixed until the companies 
show that they are dividing among their shareholders 12 per 
cent, when they must arrange to turn over the entire sur- 
plus. Berlin is far, far away from St. Louis.

The moonstruck philosophy of our Mayor does not lift the 
darkness from the unlighted portions of the city nor reassure 
citizens against thieves and thugs. 

The fact that ‘we got a moun” does not obscure that othe, 
fact that we have not got what we pay for. The silly ob- 
servation of the Mayor only deepens the disgust of the tax- 
payers and excites the amused attention of other communities. 

It is no joke for those who must suffer and pay the bills. 
But whose fault is it? These crazy doings have been going on 
for years and the people of St. Louis have looked on, wept 
or laughed, according to temperament--and done nothing. 
The “push"’ and the “pull” are in secure possession of public 
affairs and nowhere among the inhabitants of this great city 
is there spirit enough to jerk the rascals out of the City Hal). 
It's push and pull, but never jerk. 

How long will the citizens of St. Louis bear the disgrace 
and let the misdeeds of their servants go unrebuked? When 
will they wahe up to the importance of their public interest 
and devote the same earnest and efficient attention to their 
public duties that they pay to their private concerns?

YORK RESERVATION. 


GREAT SPIRIT IS THANKED. 


He Is Also Asked to Give a Good Crop 
for Next Year—May Be the 
Last Dance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LAWTON STATION, N. Y., Sept. 8.—Thé 
Seneca Indians on the Cattaraugus Reser- 
vation, began their celebration of the green 
corn dance today. There were Indians 
present, including chiefs, from Canada and 
the adjoining state reservation. It is feared 
by many of the dancers that this is the 
last celebration of the¢rite because of the 
threat of citizenship. 

The first day is devoted to the Great 
Father dance. No other festive or social 
dances are held on that day. The Great 
Spirit is thanked for his bounties. The 
guardian spirits of corn—three sisters—are 
asked by young maidens to make the har 
vest bountiful. They walk the flelds at 
midnight before the planting, scattering 
grains of corn as an offering to the three 
spirits. ; 

If the harvest is large the three sisters 
have listened, but ff the crop is poor the 
maidens are blamed and not allowed to 


dance again. 

At intervals in the dance, songs of 
thanks are sung for the harvest, the frufta, 
Yeth sun, moon and. stars. This rite lasts 
from sun-rise till noon, when arrows are 
shot at re sup y © Seen of gratitude to 
the Great Spirit for lght. 

Tomorrow is known as Name Day. Titles 
are given to candidates for a second or @ 
third name. Dreams are interpretes Se 
the seers and gifts, for the feast are 
before the people. 

Monday will be a gala day including. fes- 
tive dances, speech making and _ Indian 
games. The “farewell dance’ will be held 
at midnight. 

At this feast the wedding cake of those 
married in the year just past is distributed. 
The wedding cake made of n corn cut 
from the ear, wrapped_in three layers of 
husk, bound with strips of elm bark and 
baked in the ashes. 

Parched corn is laid’ aside at the feast 
for runners and in the event of a famine. 

The Great Spirit is asked to bless the 
corn for the next season's planting. This 
blessed corn is divided among the heads 
of the families. Any omission of the rite 
means a vear of poor crops and bad luck 
so that the ceremony ts followed closely.

PREDICTIONS OF RECORD-BREAK-

A memorable week in the cotton trade 
has just been concluded. Prices had the 
enormous advance of over 110 points in the 
speculative centers and the demand has al- 
most broken all records. 

This wee just as the Post-Dispatch pre- 
dictzd, with the small supply of cotton at 
LS‘; verpo ol, which has now dwindled almost 
t2 norning. 

Frem now cp great interest will be shown 
in tie mevement of cotton prices and both 
specula:-ve and spot markets will be ac- 
tive, especially after tomorrow's govern- 
ment report, showing the crop’s progress.

{s the price of the staple to be advanced 
to the highest point in almost eleven years” 

These are two of the foremost questions 
which the cotton trade, not only of the 
United States, but of the entire world, is 
now asking itself, after as sensational a 
week in the business as has been seen in a 
long time. 

The past week was undoubtedly one of 
the most important in the history of the 
trade, In the speculative markets a wild 
time was witnessed, simultaneously with 
the receipt of the information that Liver- 
pool traders had come to a realization of 
the true state of the depleted and = sorry 
condition of the American stocks. Coinci- 
dent with this carne one of the most ter- 
rific upward spurts which the market has 
experienced. 

Not even last spring, when the Price-Mc- 
Cormick & Co. crash was seen, was there 
such excitement onthe Cotton Exchanges 
here and at New Orleans during the few 
business days. 

Everything was centered in the condition 
of affairs at Liverpool. As is well known, 
Liverpool is the great foreign distributing 
point for cotton, and the English spinning 
trade, a gigantic commercial industry, has 
to rely aimost entirely upon the Liverpool 
stocks for their supplies. 

Being somewhat overioaded during the 
past year, they have been tardy to do 80, 
thinking that perhaps crop damage stories 
which nave come from America have been 
greatly exaggerated. 

To their sorrow, they found that they were 
badly mistaken. Instead of a fair-sized 
crop being produced by this country, the 
amount raised this year has only totaled 
about 9,500,000 bales, compared with 11,235,000 
last year, and 11,180,000 bales in 1898. With 
the remarkably prosperous industrial condi- 
tions which have prevailed, it will be readily 
seen that the crop’s size is totally inade- 
quate. 

Stocks at Liverpool, according to the fig- 
ures given below, indicate that they are 
practically exhausted. It has been known 
for some months that spinners abroad were 
holding off, and daily statistics have indi- 
cated a danger, as right now confronts 
them. 

The weekly figures of Liverpool this last 
week were 133,000 bales, in stocks of Ameri- 
can cotton. This is compared with the total 
of 774,000 bales last year, or just a difference 
of 641,000 bales, which gives some jdea of 
the enormous discrepancy, and its indisputa- 
ble evidence of a most chaotic state of af- 
fairs there. Of course, if cotton: should 
move to the American markets more freely, 
Liverpool could wei:l afford to hold back. 
but in view of the light receipts, it is not 
surprising that she should be nervous. 

it is the belief of some discerning persons 
that the weight of the new cotton being 
marketed might, in time, cause a *check 
to an advancing market. It does not now 
seem as if the tmpetuosity of the bulls 
was to be checked so easily. 

The immediate future of the market 
hinges on the monthly report of the bureau 
of: agriculture, which will be issued Mon- 
day. The prospects for the crop are at pres- 
ent in a state of doubt, and this must serve 
as a guide to the future course of prices 

Crop accounts did not cause much effect 
on prices during the week, but their favor- 
able character will be the primary reason 
for any substantial setback which may 
later occur. The action of the spinners at 
Liverpool Friday had but little effect on 
prices. Many buyers pin their faith to small 
receipts, but the fact that there are only 35,- 
000 bales afloat for Great, Britain makes the 
prospects for spinners gloomy for a while. 

To sum up, it may be said that the market 
will for some time depend upon the senti- 
ment in the English market. The parties 
whe have been the first to predict the scare 
of last week at Liverpool, say that they 
look for a culmination of the rise shortly 
after this Week's bureau report, by which 
time receipts may reach respectable propor- 
tions. 

Later in the season these people expect 11 
to 12 cents for cotton, based on a movement 
small enough to justify the belief in a very 
moderate crop.

CLEVER BANK THIEF 


WILLIAM BARRETT ARRESTED IN 
NEW YORK. 


|$80,000 HIS BIGGEST STEAL. 


Has a Record in Many Cities in the 
United States and the Old Country, 
Where He Did the Big Job. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—Every detective in 
Greater New York was summoned to head- 
quarters today to take a look at William 
Barrett, an expert bank sneak thief who 
is being held for robberies in Cleveland and 
Milwaukee, and who is known to have been 
one of the four men who last March took 
$80,000 from two messengers of the Bank 
of France in Paris. 

Barrett, who also goes under the alias 
of Thompson and Taylor, was arrested at 
Twenty-third street and Broadway. An en- 
tire ‘‘get away’ outfit, consisting of a soft 
hat rolled up, a pair of spectacies and an 
extra necktie, was found in his pockets. 

Barrett is an associate of George Wll- 
lard, Dave Algio, Billy Burke and Mickey 
Gleason. He and Gleason were arresied 
in Cleveland for taking a man's pocket- 
book and were also under bail in that city 
for a $15,000 jewerly robbery. bay «| jumped 
bail and took a trip to Europe. ter steal.

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FRANCE 1S IN A DILEMMA 


PARIS, Sept. 8—France is in a dilemma. 
Russia's propdsition to withdraw from Pe- 
kin has resolved itself into a problem for 
her which French statesmen are now tack- 
ling very gingerly. The complete withdraw- 
al from Pekin, after careful consideration, 
»is now deemed net to be altogether in line 
with France's interests a#d her views as to 
the best and most effective method of deal- 
ing with the Empress 
clique of advisers. . 

France is now forced to choose between 
the course she would rather adopt and the 
policy dictated to her by the Russian alli- 
ance; and French statecraft has been de-

STATEMENT TQ THE PUBLIC. 


MEN IN THE MINES HOLD THEM-

Belief That the Delay Is for -he Pur- 
pose of Forcing the Operators to 
Take the Initiative. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 8.—After an 
all-day secret session the national executive 
board of the United Mine Workers of 
America adjourned tonight at 7 o'clock un- 
til tomorrow, after issuing a statement 
postponing the ordering of a strike pending 
the result of negotiations. Officials say in- 
fluences are at work to adjust the trouble, 
but decline to say what they are. 

This action means that the miners of the 
anthracite region will not strike tomorrow, 
although the danger of a atrike has not 
been removed. The men are ordered to re- 
main tn readiness to go out. Mine workers’ 
officials refuse to say how far negotiations 
have progressed or by what means they 
are being carried on with the operators. 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon A message 
was sent to District President Nichels, at 
Hazleton, Pa., as follows: 

“Information reaches this office that 
miners in the anthracite region are ceasing 
work in anticipation of a strike being de- 
clared today. National board directs me to 
advise that inasmuch as negotiations are 
still pending for a settlement, all miners 
continue work as usual till they receive of- 
ficial notice to suspend work and to hold 
themsélves in readiness to respond should 
our efforts to effect a settlement prove a 
failure."’ 


Statement to 

the Public. 

The statement tssued by the board re- 
cites the applications of districts 1, 7 and 9 
of the anthracite region to engage in a 
strike because of a refusal of their em- 
ployvers to meet their demands, and, con- 
tinuing, declares the opposition of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers to strikes except as a 
last resort, stating that it is the desire of 
the organization to adjust all differences, 
eo far as possible, by arbitration and con- 
cillation. 

“Strikes between labor and capital,"’ the 
statement says, are like wars between na- 
tions; they bring hardships, privation and 
want to the workers and loss of profits to 
‘he employers; yet when 
wrongs have been heaped upon a people 
which they have patiently submitted to for 
years, using every honorable means at their 
command to remedy, the evils complained 
of. without resorting to strikes and all 
their efforts for relief have been arrogantly 
refused or silently tgnored, they would be 
false to themselves, their families and their 
fellow-men if they failed to resist any 
further encroachment upon their rights, 
even to the extent of striking for months 
if necessary, with all the suffering it en- 
tails, In an effort to remove the evils for 
all time to come—this is the case in the 
anthracite region. .

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 8.—Possibly 
the las: dispatch out of the flooded city 
of Galveston was received in San Antonio 
tonight wy Jerry Girard, manager of the 
Southern Turf Exchangs, announcing the 
death of his brother by drowning. The mes- 
sage left Galveston at 8:15 by Mexican 
cable and came to San Antonio via Vera 
Cruz, City of Mexico and El Paso. Accord- 
ing to the message, the entire lower portion 
of the city is deserted and thousands of 
people are huddled on = ground in 
drenching rain and blinding storm for 
safety. Girard’s brother was carried to sea 
and drowned while endeavoring to rescue 
a family in a shanty that was being dashed 
to pieces by the waves. 

Outside of this sole authentio statement 
the news of the flooded city consists of 
such ea of information as passed over 
the wires between Virginia Point and other 
interior places. 

Virginia Point ts the Santa Fe station 
nearest Galveston Island and these reports 
say that when the wires failed the hurri- 
cane was doing more damage than the 
high water, though the town was tn the 
greatest danger of complete inundation 
and the people were growing frenzied at 
the prospects before them. 

The Huntington wharf improvements and 
the government barracks work were re- 
ported to be the eatest sufferers. The 
soldiers at Fort n Jancito have been 
withdrawn Into the center of the city, ac- 
cording to the rallroad official reports, and 
did valiant service in the way of relief 
and volunteer police work. 


GALVESTON IN GREAT DANGER. 


All Communication Cut and Relief 
Trains Stopped by Storm. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 8&—A fierce hurri- 
cane is sweeping Galveston Bay and Is- 
land and probably the Texas coast gen- 
erally. The most intense alarm is felt 
here and throughout the state for Galves- 


ton city and other towns on the Texas 


coast. 

No word has been heard from Galveston 
since the middle of the afternoon. The 
nearest point that wire communication 
reaches tonight is Houston, 6 miles north 
of Galveston. : 

Houston is as badly alarmed over the 
fate of her sister city as the interior sec- 
tions of the state and can get no more 
word from her than more remote commu- 
nities. 

The railroad and county bridges leading 
from the main land on the north across 
Galveston Bay to the island and the city, 
two miles distant, have been washed away 
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by the mountains of water piled up by the 
terrible northeast wind. 

What the condition of the gulf side of 
Galveston is, no one knows, as every wire, 
telegraphic and telephonic, is prostrated 
and specia] repair and relief trains, which 
were started out from Houston this even- 
ing, were forced to return because of the 
violence of_the storm. 

The telegraph and telephone ¢ompanies 
are organizing crews to operate by train 
and boats to try to reach the beleaguered 
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‘tsiand city.

Would Have Preferred to Have Had 
the United States Take the Lead,

LONDON. Sept 8 —The English press 
Goes not lik: the game of blind man’s buff 
now in progress at Pekin, but it is not pre- 
pared to say so plainly. lt was without ad- 
vices respecting the Russian proposal for 
the withdrawal of troops from the Chinese 
capital and the oracles in the Vosges are 
silent now in regard to the German adop- 
tion of the scheme for negotiating witt 
the emprers dowacer and mandarins, in- 
stead oF cutting off their heads or punish- 
ing them otherwise. 

he English press when in doubt takes a 
strong iine and blusters. It has done this 
on general principles since the foreign le- 
gations vere attacked and has insisted that 
the emprces dowager must be deposed and 
the guilty mandarins be punished and ade- 
quate safeguards be taken to prevent the 
recurrence of the outrages and crimes 
against civilization. It has never explained 
how this could be done unless the powers 
were prepared to assume the responsibility 
of dividing and governing China. 

The solution which would have been pop- 
ular in England would have been the adop- 
tion by the American government of a dis- 
tinctive punitive policy, enforced by the 
employment of an army of 25.000 or 30,000 
troops. The British government would have 
followed the lead of the American state de- 
partment and have largely increased 
own muUlitary forces in China for the pur- 
pose of securing the punishment of the 

ullty mandarins, the dethronement of the 

Empress dowager and the reorganization 
of the imperial government. Since the state 
department has not taken this course the 
foreign office here has adopted a policy of 
masterly inactivity and been prepared to 
acquiesce in any arramgements which may 
be made by Russia and Germany. 

Russia began by proposing a plan which 
would enable the Empress dowager and the 
mandarins to return to Pekin and escape 
punishment. Germany has not rejected 
this scheme outright, but has reduced it 
to @ measure for a partial withdrawal of 
the European, Japanese and American 
forces, so that Count Von Waldersee, when 
he arrives, will have at least a smal! inter. 
national force to command and something 
~ do which will be dignified and conspic- 

ous. 

Other modifications may be proposed by 
the United States or the other powers, but 
it may be safely assumed that the British 
foreign office will assent to any ‘olicy 
which secures a general agreement of the 
powers and obviates the necessity for a 
partition of China and acceptance of ad- 
ministrative responsibilities on a stupend- 
ous scale for vast hives of population. No 
English journal says this at present, but a 
compromise may be read between the lines 
of every leading article. The British for- 
eign office has an alternative policy and 
will be content to allow Russia to score 
heavily, provided the dignity of the German 
Emperor is saved and the China question 
is fina'ly disposed of or temporarily shunted 
without a partition of the empire. 

The St. James Gazette persists in the be- 
Hef that the powers will remain in Pekin, 
and that the international forces wil] he 
compelled to go elsewhere in China since 
disturbances will inevitably ensue when 
the provinces are convinced that the con- 
quest and partition of the country aro 
threatened. A more reasonable view is that 
Russja and Germany will come to some 
agreement by which the heads of the man- 
darins will be saved and the imperial gOV- 
ernment restored, with temporary garri- 
sons from the foreign quarter until com- 
pensations can be arranged for Russia. 
Japan and Germany. This arrangement will 
not be satisfactory to the English people, 
and there is a disposition to blame the 
American government for not taking a 
stronger line of action. 

Masterly inactivity has, at least, one ad- 
vantage’ for a nation preoccupled with the 
Boer war. in leaving it free to grumble 
and complain.

Friends Think He Is on a 
Hunting Trip, 


HIS WIFE APPREHENSIVE. 


LAST HEARD FROM AT WEBS 
CITY, SEPT. 3. 


Former Street Commissioner of the 
City Out of Town and Mrs. Milner 
Has Instituted a Search 
for Him. 


Mrs. Abram N. Milner, wife of the former 
street commissioner of St. Louis, has em-' 
ployed a private detective agency to locate 
her husband, of whose "Gua ecee serious 
doubts exist in her mind. 

When Mrs. Milner employed the detec- 
tives she was in an agony of suspense and 
apprehension regarding the safety of her 
husband, and she is still very much worried, 
but her friends have succeeded in convinc- 
ing her that on the surface the circum- 
stances do not warrant the conclusion that 
her husband is in danger or that he has 
disappeared permanently from the knowl- 


edge of his friends. 

Mr. Milner left his wife on Friday, Aug. 
31. They had been stopping temporarily, at 
the Terminal Hotel, where they occupled 
room 203. They had formerly lived at 4336 
Olive street, but had broken up their house- 
hold and had gone to the Terminal, because 
Mr. Milner expected to spend more or less 
of their time in southwest Missouri, where 
Mr. Milner has extensive zinc mining inter- 
ests. 

When Mr. Milner went away he told his 

wife he expected to go to southwest Mis- 
sourt. His first destination was Kansas 
City. 
Hie told several of his St. Louis friends 
that he expected to go on a hunting trip in 
the Ozark mountains, and that his gun was 
at Webb City. 

Two days later Mrs. Milner received two 
letters from him. They were written on 
the stationery of the Blossom Hotel, Kan- 
sas City. The contents of one of the letters 
aroused Mrs. Milner’s fears. He said in 
rather an indefinite way that he was going 
‘‘to) bury himself’’ for severral weeks, and 
gave no clue to the location of the place 
where he expected to go inta seclusion. He 
also mentioned his intention to go hunting. 

Since she received these two letters Mrs. 
Milner has not heard from her husband. 
The more she thought about the letters the 
more she feared something wrong had hap- 

ened. Her fears were heightened by the 
cnowledge that he had several hundred dol- 
lars on his person, and she was appre- 
hensive that he had been foully dealt with. 

She told R. L. Little, her husband's for- 
mer private secretary, who-has been asso- 
ciated with him in mining enterprises, ond 
concluded to engage the services of pri- 
vate detectives. She did so, and furnished 
all the clews in her possession. The agency 
has been at work for nearly a week, but 
has not succeeded so far in gaining any 
knowledge of Mr. Milner’s whereabouts. 

Since her husband's disappearance Mrs. 
Milner has been stopping with the familly 
of Mr. Little at 1451*Carr liane. Mr. LittHe 
has been advising her. To the Post-Dis- 
patch he sald: 

“IT am convinced there ts nothing unusual 
about Mr. Milner’s disappearance. I think 
he has merely gone on a hunting trip, and 
will be very much astonished when he 
learns of the fears of his friends. His re- 
lations with Mrs. Milner were perfectly 
happy and his business affairs were in 
a prosperous condition. I can conceive no 
reason why he should wish to disappear. 
Hie said, before he started, that he might 
xo hunting, and that ts probably what he 
has done. At least there is absolutely no 
evidence that, wherever he is, he is not 
attending to his own legitimate business 
affairs. 

‘Last September he became the manen 
of the St. Louis and Laura 8. zinc mining 
properties. His management was success- 
ful. In June he asked to be relieved, hav- 
ing made plans to go into the smelting 
business. About that time some enemy 
started a story that his affairs were not 
straight. The stockholders of the com- 
pany appointed a committee to go over his 
affairs. and thev reported that everythin 
was straight, and paid Mr. Milner a hi 
compliment. He left the employ of the 
company in August, having remained after 
he tendered his resignation at the request 
of the directors, who had trouble finding 
a competent successor. Since then he has 
been looking after his own mining in- 
terests and arranging for his smelting en- 
terprise. I am confident he will turn up 
right.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—The Chinese 
situation is rapidly approaching another 
critical stage. The United States will not 
longer delay action. There must be har- 
monious co-operation by the powers im- 
mediately or the United States will pursue 
an independent course. All reasonable ef- 
forts will be made to secure the former, 
but there will be no dallying in taking the 
latter. The President is angry because of 
the prolonged delay of the allies in reach- 
ing even:a preliminary agreement. Pekin 
was captured Aug. 14, Russia's proposal 
for withdrawal was made.Aug. 28. Up to 


this time no distinctive pe toward prog- 
ress has been made. Each power seems 
to be waiting for the others. : 

The President will delay but a short 
time longer before again taking the initia- 
tive. He will ask a pledge from all the al- 
lies that the persons of the Emperor and 
Dowager Empress will be considered in- 
violable. Each power will be asked to re- 
affirm the disavowal of intention to ac- 
quire Chinese territory. It Is expected Rus- 
sia will repeat her determination to with- 
draw from Manchuria and Niuchwang and 
that Germany will modify its desire to 
prosecute a war of vengeance. 

With these pledges given, a way will be 
opened for the return of the imperial gov- 
ernment to Pekin.

INCH HOLE THROUGH HIS ARM 


Bit Attached to Boring Machine 
Ground Its Way Through Nick 
Crecil’s Arm—Will Recover. 


Nick Crecil, 26, a laborer, employed by 
the Missouri Car Co., and residing at 2008 
South Second street, has a hole through 
his left arm one inch in diameter. A large 
boring machine, with a one-inch bit at- 
tached, caused Crecil’s injury. 

Crecil was at work with the m&chine yes- 
terday afternoon when the accident oc- 
curred. He was boring holes through a 
strip of iron, the machine he was operating 
being constructed for such work. 

In placing the strip of iron under the bit, 
Crecil allowed it to slip to one side, bring- 
ing the bit down on his left arm, between 
the wrist and elbow. The arm was pinned 


to the steel plate under it and Crecil was 
unable to remove it, being compelled to 
stand and watch the steel bit grind slowly 
through his arm. AS soon as the pressure 
was removed and the bit was raised Crecil 
withdrew his arm and fell to the floor in @ 
faint. An ambulance conveyed him to the 
City Hospital. 

The bit did not strike the bone in Crecil’s 
arm, and, although the flesh was bored out, 
the hospital physicians'say the wound will 
quickly heal.

When Odell] leaves the prison a free man 
Oct. 29, 191, he will find two women at the 
ogee each walting with o'''tstretched arms 
o claim him as her ownw™w They are the 
two wives whom he dec. ved. 

Wife No. 2, who was Miss Tie Douglas 
of 719 Spring avenue, is the one most 
injured hy Odell's deception, and the one 
who before the law has no claim to him, 
but she holds him innocent, and as she told 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday, when he 
leaves ‘he prison she will be there with 
her love and faith and a pocket full of 
money she has earned, to offer to him. She 
belleves he is suffering unjustly and she 
has worked to make money to take him to 
California when he is released. 


Nursed Him 
Through Illness 

On Oct. 8, 18988, Odell married tn this city 
Miss Tie Douglas. Their courtship had 
been of perhaps six months’. duration. The 
love that made them 
Odell was being nursed back to health at the 
residence of Mrs. J. N. Douglas, 719 Spring 


avenue, mother of the young woman he 
married. 

Since Odell has dropped from the sight of 
the busy world his friends have been quiet- 
ly at work. Their efforts have been directed 
towards securing for him a pardon. The 
hope of obtaining this is based upon evi- 
dence that has come to light since the trial. 
All of this evidence is now in the possession 
of Mrs. Odell No. 2, who at present lives 
with her mather, at 719 North Spring ave- 
nue, and has resumed her maiden name. 

Ever since the day when the law gave its 
decree she has bowed to the inevitable, but 
never for a moment has her faith and trust 
in the man she married weakened.

Has Letters. 


Mrs. Odell then read the following extract 
from one, a letter dated at St. Louls, April

“I know that I have no legal claims upon

From another letter she showed the Post- 
oe the following extract: 

“Had a good cry to think though I loved 
you I was forced to do as I did. Will you 
ever forgive for plotting against you as 
I did? But you must remember I was not 
alone. Others had a hand in it as well 
as | did.”’ 

“These are but a few of the many letters 
that my husband has received from this 
continued Mrs. Odell. ‘In them 
she begs in the most,impassioned terms for 
his forgiveness. She admits the great

She is 
the opposite in every respect of the woman 
who contended with her for the possession 
of the man whom both loved. 

In the veins of this little woman who 
loves desperately a man who wears a 
convict'’s stripes, there courses the bluest 
blood of which Virginia can boast. Her 
near relatives were ex-Gov. Smith of Vir- 
inia; Commodore Catesby Jones, United 

tate Navy; while R. E. Lee, commander- 
in-chief of the Confederate forces, was al- 
so a blood relation. True to the noblest 
instincts of her proud blood she stood by 
the man to whom she had given her heart 
and her hand. She proved, like a thorough- 
bred, that she could rum true and game 
under the whip of adversity and the spur 
of misfortune. 

She held her head high that dull, heart- 
sickening day that she walked from the 
court. She left behind her in the clutches 
of the law the man’she loved and her 
heart remained with him. She went forth 
to take up the battle of life again.

She found employment as a stenographer 
at 1818 Cherokee street and has labored in- 
cessantly to earn enough money to pay 
the expenses of the trip to California sho 
expects to take with Odell when he is re- 
leased. There she expects to help him be- 
gin life anew.

In the meantime Mrs. Odell No. 1 {is just 
as determined to claim Odell when his pris- 
on term expires. The law has said he is 
her husband and has invalidated the claim 
of wife No. 2, and wife No. 1 means to 
enforce her claim.

So Says Prof. Atwater After a Long 
Study and Series of Experiments.

The greatest living authority on food val- 
ue, Prof. W. O. Atwater of Middletown, 
has recently shown by exhaustive experl- 
ments that few people know how to nourish 
themselves. 

He has found that poor people are often 
better nourished than the rich and that even 
the poorest are really extravagant on their 
table provision. 

The astonishingsresults which Prof. At- 
water has just given to the world are the 
result of nearly years of experiments. 
It is not generally known that the work 
has been carried on largely at the expense 
of the United States Government with thor- 
practical ends in view. The infor- 
collected in this way briugs 
about radical changes in the rations of the 
army. The work meanwhile has been kept 
as much from th® public as possible. 

The method employed in obtaining such

ous measurements are made with the aid of 
a complicated apparatus called a calorime-

These work in two shifts of seven each, 
one by day and the other by nftht. It ts im- 
possible for the prisoner to walk acroes his 
cell without the fa@t being announced by 
the delicate mechanism of the calorimeter. 

The prisoner in the big glass box is com- 
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pletely isolated from the world. He amuses 
himself by reading, sawing wood or weigh- 
ing himself. 

A smaller calorimeter is now being as- 
sembled in Prof. Atwater’s laboratory for 
dogs and sheep 


The information collected In this way 
constitutes a ost important contribution 
to sclence Inaethe recent experiments Prof. 
Atwater has accumulated much valuable 
information on the comparative cost of liv- 
ing for men of different callings. He proves 
with a bewildering array of figures that the 
average American spends fully 50 per cent 
more for his table than would be neces- 
sary were food bought’on scientific prin- 
ciples. 

He has found that an average family of 
five persons, including father, mother and 
three children, with an income of less than 
$400 a year, spends & per cent of this total 
for food. A~family with $750 a year spends 
&) per cent, and one with $1200 a year, 51 per 
cent, 

Prof. Atwater analyzed the food con- 
suined by scores of families and found that 
wholesome food of exactly the same nutri- 
ent value could be bought sufficient for a 
strong man for from 15 to ® cents a day. 
It was found that a woman requires just 
nine-ten‘hs as much food as a man. 

Prof. Atwater in summing up this exper!- 
ment savs: “There is a widespread preju- 
dice against economy tn diet. Our food 
product is one-sided. The food for sale from 
which mest people must choose has an ¢x- 
the fat of meat, of starch and of 
lhese serve to yield heat and mus- 
power, but the foods containing ni- 
trogenours substances for bullding up mus- 
cle and brain are lacking.”

Mone 
of the meats or fishes compare, however, 
with beans, rice of potatoes. Sugar is found 
to be very valuable as a nutriment. Prof. 
Atwater commends candy, especially for 
children, ag one of the most nutritious of 
foods. 


The cereals far outrank all other foods 
for both nutriment and fuel values. Bven 
in this enalysis the popular idea is cone 
tradicted and we find oatmeal ranking far 
below wheat flour. The most valuable of all 
our food products tn point of nutriment and 
fuel value is corn meal. 


One of the most interesting results of 
Prof. Atwater's investigations are the tables 
showing the exact quantity of food of va- 
rious forms consumed by men of different 
nationalities and in the different trades and 
professions, The most poorly nourished men, 
according to these statistics are the poorer 
class of laborers in Italy. Thetr food for @ 
day consists of about a pound of protein, or 
tissue producing matter, and 2000 calories of 
fuel producing substances. A large part of 
the population of Japan, though fed with em- 
tirely different foods, subsist on about the 
same quantity of nutrients,

WO per cent of the students in Con- 
iy corcia Seminary of St. Louis come 
from Germany to be trained as min- 
fsters of the faith that great German, Mar- 
tin Luther, founded. 

From Concordia Seminary graduates go 
to Germany preaching the doctrines of Mar- 
tin Luther and that most American of all 
american ideas: the separation of church 
and state. . 

Concordia Seminary, the headquarters of 
the German Lutheran Church in America, 
sends missionaries into the Fatherland of 
the faith, into the territory of the Kaiser, 
and that Kaiser who has sent armed hosts 
to China to protest against the slaying 
and expulsion of missionaries from the 
Flowery Kingdom has ordered the expul- 
sion from Germany of Rev. Carl Knippen- 
berg, @ preacher graduated from Concordia 
in St. Louls and accredited to Uelzen, Prus- 
sia, by the Missourl synod. ' 


The young preacher was graduated from 
Concordia Seminary in this city four years 
ago. He lived for some years in St. Charles 
County. He is a naturalized American cit- 
izen, having come to this country from 
Germany oat the age of 15. 

More than two years ago Knippenberg re- 
celved a call to Uelzen, Prussia, where 
for two vears he was a teacher in a Ger- 
man Lutheran schce- Last June he was 
traneferred to embers as a missionary. 
Suddenly the authorities discovered that he 
had never served in the German army. 
As Emperor William needed soldiers to go 
to China to fight tn order that German mis- 
Sionaries might remain in that Oriental 
kingdom, the emperor decided that the 
young Mr. Knippenberg, a missionary from 
America to his fatherland, must either 
leave the country or join the army.

Finally Consul-General Mason, at Berlin, 
took an interest In the matter, and it is now 
believed that Knippenberg will be permitted 
io stay in Germany and preach his church 
doctrines without being subjected to the ne- 
“cessity of geting over to China or elsewhere 
to fizht for the rights of missionaries.

The Concordia, from which so maany of 
our institutions are named, is our book of 
confession, dating from 1580. All Lutherans 
of that time united on it, and so all Luth- 
erans of the Missouri synod unite on it, to- 
gether with the six or seven synods men- 
tioned. 

Sometimes our synod is called the synod 
of the Saxons, and Concordia Seminary the 
Saxon college. Concordia Seminary was 
founded in 1839, the year the Saxon immi- 
grants came to Missouri. It was located

In our church schools we have about 700 
classical students and #9 theological stu- 
dents.

T is true that the college has a rule for- 
| bidding students to call upon ladies. 
This is the rule: 

“The student shoudl observe toward the 
female sex a proper reserve. Anyone who 
engages himself while a student will be 
dismissed.”’ 

This is the first time we have ever had 
trouble because of this rule-—the first time, 
in fact, that the college ever had a law- 
suit. We shall defend the suit, because we 
belleve the rule necessary. We have always 
placed a rather strict construction upon it, 
having it understood that the students are 
not to call upon ladies while they are stu- 
dents. Opinions may differ as to the wisdom 
of this, but the professors of Eden College 
have always been agreed that young men 
who are interested in matters of love and 
have the winning of a woman on their hands 
are not in a condition to give their studies 
that undivided attention and concentration 
of thought which should characterize their 
theological preparation. 

Our students are not bovs. They are men. 
They range from 19 years to high in the 
twenties.

Some of Eden College's rules are consid- 
ered unnecessarily strict, but we d6 not s0 
regard it. We had 77 students last year and 
a class of 26 at graduation after three years 
of atudy. These students rose at 5:30 every 
morning and ate breakfast at 6 They gave 
nine hours of the day and evening to study, 
and had an hour for general reading and 
exercise. This exercise consists in keeping 
the house and the grounds. The students do 
all the yard and garden and house work. 
They scrub the floors, make the beds and 
keep the house and the grounds clean and 
neat. Some of them bake bread and do oth- 
er cooking, but this is not compulsory. Ev- 
erybody must be in bed at 19 o'clock, and all 
lights must be out. Students must never 
leave the grounds without permission. 

Mr. Hoffmann was the only student we 
have ever had to combat the rules of the 
college. We have dismissed several students 
for disobedience in the 60 years of the 
school, but not until now have we had the 
justice of the rules disputed. 

Mr. Hoffmann went out and called upon 
a lady. He was 27 years of age and old 
enough to know what to do, but the rules 
would stand for nothing if not enforced, 
and the directors called him up and asked 
him to discontinue his visits. He told the 
directors the rule was unnecessary and 
foolish, and he continued his visits to such 
an extent that the directors had reason to 
believe him engaged to the lady and deter- 
mined to withhold his diploma. 

We appreciate that the college ts not only 
an ecclesiastical institution, but a school 
incorporated under the laws of Missourt 
and consequently compelled to answer the 
allegations of the petition for mandamus.

St. Louis Experts Tell the Managers of Politi-

HIS is the season of the barbecue. 
There are persons who eat oysters 
in June, July and August. Respect- 

ers of the proprieties do not. Barbecues 
are in season only when political camnaigns 
are hot. 

The barbecue is a favorite outdoor enter- 
tainment in Missouri, Illinois and Indiana 
these days. In the southern states it is 
equally popular right now and many im- 
portant alfresco functions are being ar- 
ranged wheré™®ampaign oratory and roast- 
ed beef, pork and mutton will be joint and 
concurrent attractions to the masses. How 
to barbecue meat and serve thousands of 
enthusiastic, shouting, hungry men is a 
problem local committees have to solve. 

Let them read what is here written. 

If there is one man in St. Louis who 
knows more about this subject than 
another it is Christ Brokate, for 11 years 
Secretary of the Butchers’ National Pro- 
tective Association. While occupying this 
position Mr. Brokate arranged annually 
the big barbecues given by t& local butch- 
ers’ organization at the Fair Grounds 


BY CHRIST BROKATE. 


O hold a barbecue, it is first 
sary to dig a ditch on the grounds 
where the picnic is to be held. This 

ditch should be about three feet deep. Its 
length, naturally, will depend entirely on 
the amount of cattle to be barbecued or the 
number of people to be fed. At one of our 
Fair Grounds barbecues where 70,000 people 
ate we barbecued in about an hour in a 
ditch 120 feet long. 

In this ditch a fire should be started at 
midnight just preceding the day of the pic- 
nic. Coal should not be placed in the ditch. 
Cordwood is the material that should be 
used. By starting the fire at midnight, by 
6 or 7 o'clock the next morning it will be 
burned down to about one-half foot of solid 
wood coal. Then is the time to put the 
meat on the fire. 

Before the meat can be placed on the fire 
a receptacie must be arranged to hold it. 
This is done by placing scantlings at each 
side of the ditch and stretching iron poles 
or “pins,’’ as they are technically termed, 
across these scantlings. 


neces- 


The scantlings are usually about four 
inches thick, four inches high and their 
length is commensurate with the length of 
the ditch. The iron pins are stuck through 
the meat before they are laid across the 
fire, and the meat thus hangs over the fire 
without touching the coal. 

When beef is to be barbecued light steers 
should be secured. They ought to weigh 
about 400 or 500 pounds. The beef should 
be cut into quarters. Two pins should be 
stuck through each quarter. When they 
are placed across the fire two men should 
De in readiness to handle them. Their du- 
ties are to take hold of the ends of the 
pins on either side of the fire and kecp 
turning the meat over, so that it is all 
roasted to an equal consistency. It is not 
necessary to have two men for each quar- 
ter of meat. Six men can handle 30 quar-

“HERE was a new feature to the an- 
nual snake dance of the Moygui In- 
dians this year. It was the financial

Since the fame of the 
gone abroad in the land, the Moqui country 
has been made the mecca for many pll- 
grimages by tourists in search of some- 
thing novel. Hundreds of them flocked 
thither this year, among them being Dr. 
Carl Barck of 2715 Locust street, who has 
just returned. Nearly all of these tourists 
were armed with kodaks and on the event- 
ful day stood in line ready to take a snap- 
shot or two. 

But the Moquis are imbibing the idea of 
commercialism which has seized upon the 
rest of the American people and refused to 
proceed with the dance until each tourist 
had been compelled to pay a price for the 
privilege of seeing and kodaking the cere- 
mony. 

Arizona is shriveling up under a long 
drouth. The snake deities can send rain. 
Hence the fanatical excitement in the pu- 
eblos along the Rio Grande del Norte in- 
habited by that hardy, intelligent tribe 
which learned sun worship from the Aztecs 
and snake worship from its own remote 
ancestors. 

For eight days before the dance the 
priests of the snake clan—the sacred clan 
of the tribe—went forth into the desert 
catching snakes, poking in the sage brush, 
overturning rocks, keeping vigil by the 
shady places along the river bank. They 
bagged two or three hundred, chiefly rat- 
tlesnakes from four to five feet long, and 
imprisoned them in a chamber behind the 
_ altar of their religion. 

On the day of the ceremony, after the 
priests of the antelope clan had danced 
and the women had sprinkled everything 
and everybody with cornmeal that had been 

essed by the priests, the captured snakes 
were transferred to their sacred lodge, or 
“kisi'’—a canvas tepee reared against a 
young cottonwood tree in the middle of the 
dance ground. The tourists gathered round 
with their kodaks and then the head man 
announced that the dance would not pro- 
ceed until the sum decided upon was forth- 
coming. 

Accordingly, every tourist went down into 
his pocket and the required amount was 
soon collected. Then, shortly before sun- 
set, the signal was given for the dance to 
begin. The tribe from the seven villages 
were ranged along the hillside and on the 
roofs and projecting walls of the adobe 
houses. The antelope priests first filed out

Barbecued meat is healthful. It is more 
nourishing than the conventional roast beef 
for the reason that all the animal food 
remains in the meat when it is roasted on 
a large scale, whereas, when it is cut up 
it is exposed to the air and some of its 
properties evaporate.

Each wore a 
bunch of feathers in his hair and curiously 
shaped featheréd ornaments on the back of 
his head. The kilts, girded about the loins, 
were of red cotton with zigzag figures of 
plumed snakes and bars in symbolic de-

A fringe of antelope hoofs ornamented 
the lower edge of the kilts, and about the 
right leg of each priest were rattles of tur- 
tle shells. Pendent from the loins hung an- 
imal skins, the moccasins were stained red, 
and wristiets were of the same color. The 
garments were new for the ceremony. They 
are never used again. 

Each priest carried a snakewhip made of 
two sticks joined together at the handle, 
the whole ornamented with feathers.

My father was a sailor, so naturally 
when very young I inherited a strong de- 
sire to follow the sea. At first this was op- 
posed by my mother. Finally she consented, 
and when but 7 years of age I shipped as 
a cabin boy on a French brig, of which the 
captain was my mother’s cousin. 

I soon learned much about the sea, and I 
did not fail to study my books, so that al- 
though I had no regular school education, 
I learned to speak English, French and 
Jerman. The brig upon which I had 
shipped was engaged in the coasting trade 
among the West Indies. It was about this 
time that I had a very narrow escape from 
death. The vessel was wrecked off the 
coast of San Domingo, and a sailor and 
myself were the sole survivors from the 
wreck. 

We floated ashore and were made pris- 
oners by the natives of the island. Here 
we were Kept for some time until the

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GETTING EUROPE 


USED TO QURK SWEET POTATOES. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 


Post-Dispatch. 
HE United States now Is trying to in- 
FE troduce the delicious sweet potato to 
Europe, beginning in London and 
Paris. That the experiment was only partly 
successful does not mean that under other 
and more favorable conditions the success 
would not be complete. Dr. D E Salmon, 
chief of the Bureau of Animal InduStry, 
has made his report 

Last March twenty barrels of sweet po- 
tatoes were bought in Southern New Jer- 
sey, to be exported in two lots of ten bar- 
rels each to London and Paris Special 
care was taken both in the selection and 
packing of the potatoes The barrels were 
lined with tar paper to keep out moisture, 
and each potato was wrapped in light- 
weight parchment paper 

At Seuthampton ten barrels were sent to 
Dr. W. H. Wray, inspector of the bureau 
at London, and the remaining ten barrels 
were forwarded to William A. Taylor, as- 
sistant pomologist of the department, then 
in Paris, in charge of the United States 
horticultural exhibit at the Exhibition. 

The ten barrels arrived in London on 
April 2. Seven barrels were sent to four 
different stores and three distributed in 
small parcels to private families. The ex- 
periment being made by the department 
was explained, and an expression as to how 
the potatoes were liked was requested. 
Some dealers were invited to give opinions 
as to the advisability of making regular 
shipments.4 

In reportfng the results of the experiment 
Dr. Wray states that the potatoes were 
beautifully packed, but it was late in the 
season for them, and in two of the barrels 
which he saw opened were several rotten 
ohes. 

Many persons with whom he talked had 
never before eaten American sweet potatoes 
and the first impression of them was not 
favorable, but after a second and third trial 
they were voted palatable. Dr. Wray is 
strongly of the opinion that if sweet pota- 
toes are introduced through the proper 
channels they will find a considerable sale 
in the English market. He says to intro- 
duce them it will be necessary to educate 
the Britisher up to them, and that it would 
be advisable to have printed a small circu- 
lar giving the various receipts for cooking 
and serving. He recommends that ship- 
ments of say six barrels a week be made, 
and if the demand warrants this number 
can easily be !Increased by cable. There 
are many American families living perma- 
nently in England, and by advertising the 
fact that sweet potatoes were obtainable 
a good sale would be insured from the start. 

The potatoes were retailed at different 
stores at fourpence, threepence and two- 
pence a pound. They were bought up read- 


ily, mostly by Americans, who would prob- 
ably have paid double those prices for the 
few obtainable. 

Dr. Wray strongly urges the department 
to continue the experiment, and believes 
that a remunerative trade in sweet potatoes 
can be built up in England. Several dealers 
have expressed a wish for further supplies, 
and it has been suggested that holes be 
made in the barrels for ventilation. 

William A. Taylor, assistant pomologist, 
reports that the ten barrels of sweet po- 
tatoes shipped to him were @ischarged at 
Southampton, and after being held there 
some days he was notified by the forward- 
ing agent at Southampton that the French 
customs officer at Havre refused to permit 
the shipment to enter his port on the 
ground that all potatoes from America were 
prohibited entry to France by an official] de- 
cree. Directions were then given to for- 
ward the consignment as “yams,” which 
are not prohibited entry. The goods reached 
the Exhibition April 20. 

Upon opening the barrels the contents of 
most of them were found to be in bad con- 
dition. With the exception of two barrels 
the potatoes had apparently been chilled, 
and in some at least one-third of the speci- 
ments were rotten. About five barrels of 
the best stock was displayed April 21, and 
Mr. Taylor requested jury consideration; 
but this was not granted, because the ex- 
hibit was received after the jury had com- 
pleted its work for the horticultural compe- 
tition. 

The exhibit aroused much Interest, as was 
evidenced by inquiries of persons who 
viewed it, few of whom recognized the ar- 
ticlés shown. Some of the leading dealers 
expressed the opinion that a trade could be 
built up, provided [ft could be demonstrated 
that shipments would reach the market in 
sound condition. To do this, Mr. Taylor 
thinks, it will be necessary to provide warm 
storage on shipboard, wrap the individual 
potatoes with paper and to give some venti- 
lation through the sides of the barrels. 

General distribution of specimens for test- 
ing was impracticable, because, like other 
exhibits, they were irf bond and their distri- 
bution prohibited by the customs authori- 
ties. The’'quality had been so much injured 
by chilling that Mr. Taylor considered it 
unwise to attempt to secure removal of this 
prohibition, for the distribution of speci- 
mens in such condition would have been un- 
fair to the quality of American sweet po- 
tatoes in general. 

So long as the present prohibition of 
American potatoes continues they can be 
imported only as “yams."" Yams are dutia- 
ble at 8 francs a hundred kilograms, which 
is equal to about 70 cents a hundred pounds. 
The cost of transportation from New York 
to Paris would be about $2 a barrel, and the 
price that could be obtained for sound 
stock in limited quantity would be about 
8 or 10 cents a sinter

The Kansas of today is an entirely different 
state. An example of the present pros- 
perous condition of the state has just come 
to the surface. In 1886 Finney County spent 
$23,000 for a county poor farm, and during 
the fourteen years since there has been but 
one pauper to take care of. 

The years ‘86 and ‘87 were the years of 
“hard times” in Kansas, The state was 
overrun with tramps and beggars. Through 
a succession of crop failures the farmers 
had become bankrupt. Their money had 
been used up, and many of them—most of 
them, in fact—were in actual need of the 
necessaries of life. The fallure of the farm- 
ers had a resultant effect upon the mer- 
chants and business men in the towns and 
cities, 

Together wjth many other counties of the 
state Finn yy County voted to provide a big 
poor farm which would give employment

resentative from that county, a tract of 23 
acres of rich land. The price paid for the 
land was $16,000. Seven thousand dollars 
more was put Into the farm for improve- 
ments, making a total of $23,000. The farm 
was divided into a large number of smaller 
farms, and on each sub-farm was erected a 
house large enough to accommodate «4 
dozen persons or more. Each sub-farm was 
under the control of a sub-superintendent. 

Hiaving thus made elaborate preparations 
for the shelter, care and employment of its 
papers, the county waited tn vain for many 
years for an applicant. It so happened that 
the year following the purchase of the poor 
farm was a very prosperous one, eapecially 
in Finney County. There was an immense 
crop, money was plentiful, and there was 
employment for every one who wanted: it, 
The same condition has existed every year 
since. In all these years only one man Bas 
ever applied for care at the county poor 
farm of Finney County. He was an old man 
by the name of Henry Hook. He only fre- 
mained there a few months during the 
severe winter weather, after which, having 
secured a position, he left. He is now em- 
ployed in a hotel at Garden City, the county 
seat of Finney County. 

Charles Adams was the first man placed 
in charge of the poor farm of Finne 
County.

in Signing this constitution each member takes 
upon himecif or herself a binding obligation to 
administer all the property eblonging to this cor-.

God with all thy heart, and with ali thy soul, 
and with all thy #trength, and e-lth al thy mind; 
and thy neighbor as thyself.”’ ; 

The organizers of the Christian Common- 
wealth would not be selfish as a body. They 
considered group selfishness as bad as in- 
dividual selfishness. It was a correct princi- 
ple, but an unnatural grouping They 
together at first because they did 
how individuals standing alone could 
ruled by love. They learned by trying 
live together that there are natural and 
unnatural groups, and that attempts to 
group people industrially without sufficient 
regard to economic fitness and arrange. 
ment are attempts in the face of nature 
and must fail. The spirit of love is the es- 
sential thing in social organization, but 
there must also be a natura! economic fit- 
ting of individual individual, economic 
part to economic or social incapacity 
will result. 

it is undoubtedly true that the people who 
came together at Commonweaith by change 
of location reduced their earning or pro- 
ducing capacity to less than one-tenth of 
what it had been up to the time of their 
coming together.

Nearly all were hopeful 
and happy and did not mind the hard work 
and poor fare.

We had the fresh

Tolstoy, to whom a copy ol 
the first number was sent, immediatel)s 
subscribed without solicitation, and some 
hundreds of others The more advanced 
minds and consciences of the worid were 
ready for it, and in a few months it carne 
to be read by some in almost all lands 
During 1°98 and 1899 the little magazine was 
our chief source of income. Yet its help 
simply put off the time when the colon 
had to close up. 

As the spirit. plan and teaching of th: 
colony became Known great numbers wrot 
expressing an earnest wish to join. In rm 
plying to such letters the corresponding 
secretary took great pains to portray the 
hard life we endured, the sort of food w 
lived on, the disadvantages we labored un- 
der, etc. Had it not been for such frank 
statements, not hundreds but thousands of 
people would nave pressed in upon us. As 
it was, we were nearly all the time crowded 
in our housing accommodations; and with 
the best possible management not half th 
people who did come to us could have been 
provided self-supporting work in that lo- 
cality. People kept coming and going, but 
there was a general increase in our num- 
bers up to about June, 1899, from which 
time the colony membership dwindled 
until the few remaining in the colony

My answer in large part it 
was unavoidable. The best of managers are 
greatly handicapped if they lack means. 
Some excellent plans of work were adopted; 
for instance, the starting of a fine peach 
and plum nursery and orchard under the 
experienced and very competent superin- 
tendence of Prof. W. C. Damon. But 
best and most promising work was largely 
wasted eenrgy, because we were disap- 
pointed in getting means and men to prop- 
erly carry it forward. Some other enter- 
prises started at the colony to provide em- 
ployment were economic mistakes.

While the obligations of brotherhood ca- 
not be escaped by anyone in any place

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We made the mistake at Commonwealth 
of throwing a material entanglement and 
temptation around membership in our 
body. When @& man or a family decided to 
join us and was accepted, it was supposed 
to be an intelligent and final choice. But 
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times to find means to move back hundreds 


and thousands of miles, that people Kept 
staying on and on who were discontented, 
and, of course, they constituted an inhar- 
monious element. In our plan we were not 
left free enough. The pressure of need 
drove some of us and held some among us 
who entered only formally into the brother- 
hood relation, and this worked harm. Love 
is not a matter of any compulsion or re- 
straint, but a service of entire freedom, the

HE Afro-American Church needs 
| better financiers. It has good 
speakers enough, but in church 


g@ffairs, as in all others, money talks better 
and is more pleasing to hear. 

The financial affairs of the colored church 
mre in bad shape because the colored race 
fs financially in bad shape. The race has 
few men who are skillful in money matters. 

Up to the time of the Civil war few 
megroes had any property. When they were 
freed and had opportunities to make money 
and possess property they’ were without ex- 
perience and skill in money matters and 
lost most of their opportunities. When the 
¥reedmen's Bank collapsed the wreck took 
down with it the confidence of the colored 
people in the bank as an institution and 
destroyed their growing tendency to thrift. 
Jt was a racial misfortune, and it left a 
raciAl prejudice against banks. 

The colored man is not a business man 
because he does not develop his business 
ability. He lacks the commercial aggres- 
siveness that carries the Caucasian 
through. He needs a stirring up. 

Two years ago I was working in Ala- 
bama. I had been a hard worker in 
the African M. FE. Churevh, and had be- 
come recognized as the church's foremost 
financier. I had a good business edu- 
cation and a tact for business. My first 
charge was in debt. I put it on its feet. 
This was unusual in our church, and my 
superiors thought they would try me in 
another moneyless field. I did the same 
thing there. I was young, enthusiastic and 
proud of my work. I never in my life 
preached half so eloquently in the pulpit 
as f have preached in their homes and 
thefr offices to men able to help the church 
~—give it money. 

So I won fame with my bishop for financ- 
ing churches, and he sent me from place 
to place, moving me to another as fast as 
BZ got a church upon its feet. I worked in 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, Mississippi and 
Pennsylvania and some of the churches |! 
lifted up were pretty flat on their backs. 
Two years ago my superiors sent for me 
and said: 

“Moreland, we want to go to Bt. 
J.ouls, Mo. Our church there has almost a

I went straight to the men who owned 
it and told them I was going to buy that 
church back. They said I was tackling an 
up-hill job, and I told them I always pulled 
better when 1 was headed that way. The 
church debt was $16,500; back interest was 
Gue to the amount of $2870, and compound 
interest amounting to $840 had accrued.

I. la- 
bored with it day and night, and the money 
tide of the church turned and came our 
way. I kept my promises with the men 
who owned the church, and paid my notes 
as fast as they fell due. Now we have the 
capital debt reduced to $12,000, and aside 
from this there is not a dollar's encum- 
brance upon our church. While doing this, 
too, we have refurnished the church and 
paid for these furnishings, for an organ, a 
piano and a furnace. 

Having put the church upon its feet, I 
next turned my attention to the colored 
people of St. Louis. They were improvident. 
They were lacking in thrift and seemingly 
had no business ambitions. I got out among 
them and urged them to save money and to 
establish business houses and other institu- 
tions which the colored man could manage 
well enough if he but had the aggressive- 
ness to get a start at it. I told them I had 
worked in cities where colored men ranked 
well with the whites in commercial vigor 
and intelligence, and I offered to assist 
them in the promotion of any enterprise 
they might suggest. 

This agitation has not been without re- 
sults. Not quite a year ago E. H. Taylor 
and Dr. Charles F. Crews, both colored 
men, opened at the corner of Jefferson and 
Beaumont avenues the first colored men's 
drug store ever opened in St. Louis. They 
are doing well, and from this venture has 
grown a similar gtore on Market near Jef- 
ferson. We have a colored men’s hospital 
at Beaumont and Morgan. It is owned and 
managed by colored physicians, and is a 
part of the new negro era in St. Louis. A 
second hospital of this sort has sprung up 
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on Chestnut street near Garrison. 
a Y. M. C. A. for young colored men at 
2633 Lucas avenue. It cost $3400 and Is also 
a part of the new movement. These things 
have all grown up in the last year, and in 
another year the coolred people will have 
Brocery stores and shoe stores and: engage 
in a dozen kinds of business in which no 
coolred man in St. Louls has ever set his 
foot. 4 


The Penny Savings Bank Is another part 
of my plan. I established it to teach the 
colored people the lesson of saving—of be- 
ing careful with money. Until I came here 
I had never seen a people so careless in 
money matters as the mass of the colored 
people in St. Louis. They seemed to have no 
thought of the morrow. They overlooked a 


wo iave 
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thousand little comforts and happiness 
than money can admit to the home, and 
seemed to regard destitution as the gormai, 
the expected condition, I studied hard to 
devise a plan to better their condition, and 
I found nothing more promising than the 
penny savings bank. I told them to tring 
some part of their earnings to me and let 
me save for them. As they came to under- 
stand what I had succeeded in doing for the 
church they began to have confidence in 
me, and in a short while considerable 
money began coming in. Some of:this came 
in pennies, deposits ranging from this 
amount up to $100. I bought this property 
here and fitted a neat office In the front 
room. I made it look just as business-like 
as possible. I knew this would help. It 
would put what we were doing out where 
men might see and tnquire, and this was 
what I wanted. I have now some $1500 that 
belongs to colored men, women and children 
who are saving. They are improving their 
thrift all the time. I have a rule that de- 
positors cannot deposit money one day and 
come around and get it: the next day, or the 
next week or month. They can have three- 
fourths of it, and after that they must talk 
to me. I want to tell them something about 
temporary sacrifices the white men make to 
achieve something eventually. We have not 
had many time deposits, but they are in- 
creasing. We now have 20. Nothing could be 
of the German and the spendthrift tendency 
of the German and the spendthrift tendency 
of the negro. A negro almost always re- 
volts at the idea of making a time deposit, 
where his money is not subject to check. 
That it shall earn but 4 or 4% per cent In 
interest is to him the slowest method of 
making money that ever came to his ob- 
servation. To encourage this I pay 5 per 
cent on tlme deposits. I place my bank's 
money in the Jefferson Avenue Bank and 
the downtown trust companies, and I never 
get more than 4%¢ per cent. But I am per- 
fectly safe under present conditians, for 
very few colored people will make a time 
deposit even at 5 per cent, and my marginal 
loss with those who do make them amounts 
to so little that I pay it for the good of the 
cause. Depositors in my bank have no se- 
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curity beyond my own integrity just now, 
but as soon as I can make up a fund of 
$00 and have my bank chartered I shall 
improve this state of affairs. Those W 
are more familiar with my work have né 
fear, for they know that as the treasurer 
of the extension department of the A. M. 
E. Church in the United’ States I handle in 
& year not less than $20,000 of the church's’ 
funds. I furnish no bond of any sort in 
this work, and this confidence In me by my 
bishop and fellow-church workers is my 
chief pride. I feel that they would not do 
what they have done without having thor- 
oughly looked into my record. 

I am enthusiastic in my work for 
negro. I believe he is going rapidly ee 
ter himself under able leaders. He its pow- 
erless unless he is well led. It is one of his 
racial characteristics that he will do noth- 
ing unless spurred on. I do not believe 
there is another race more willing than the | 
negro to avall himself of little excuses for 
not doing things. 

“No other negro does it,’ is ordinarily 
good enough, for the colored man taken 
to task for having neglected an opportunity 
to do something worthy. But he is going to 
get away from this. I see the signs of it 
everywhere.

I am a stockholder in it, Be} 
went to encourage everything of the 
I can. It is the practical method of advane- 
ing the negro. Just this week I have 
to Indianapolis to attend the national - 
vention of the Afro-American Council, !

of our race. We had brainy men there att 
a world of sensible things said of what 
can be made of the negro and what he can 
make of himself. I differ with some of thé . 
leaders who were there with great plans for 
setting the negro up in business.

‘denounce him. 

But a few days ago he was condi with 
three of his followers after a desperate 
fight that resulted in the death of one de- 
tective. 

And now, smoking cigarettes and dream- 
ing, Fevrot behind prison bars awaits his 
fate. 

The Paris correspondent of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch was present when the magis- 
trate who heard the case first questioned 
Fevrot after his capture. 

It was amusing to watch upon the face 
of the dignified old judge the effect of the 
amazing answers he got. For instance: 

‘“No,"’ said Fevrot, negligently; ‘‘accord- 
ing to your lights I had no inducement to 
follow such a career. Father left me a 
small fortune and I inherited a larger one 
from an uncle. My share of gain in our 
operations I distributed among my best 
men to promote intelligent endeavor or em- 
ployed it in the relief of the women and 
kids of pals who had been pinched. To 
make money was not my aim. But life is 
monotonous unless there is risk in every 
moment. I love excitement.” 

The white-haired magistrate began to 
make paternal representations. He spoke 

of the soldier's life, of brave deeds in colo- 
nies where it®was glorious to carry civili- 
zation, of the explorer’s existence. He ci- 
ted Stanley, Nansen and Maj. Marchand, 
all of whom had satisfied their adventur- 
ous temperaments in legitimate enterprises. 
But Fevrot replied: 

“Yes; I might have been a untformed 
mercenary, killing savages when they re- 
sisted the raping of their wives and the 
desecration of their temples, or I might 
have become like Stanley with arson and 
rifle when whisky failed to accomplish my 
ends. But there is something repugnant 
in doing criminal work under the protection 
of the flag. As fof the conquest of the 
North Pole, I couldn’t think of that—the 
mere idea of condensed food, even with 
walrus steak and fish ofl to lend variety, 
simply turns my stomach. So that was out 
of the question. 

“But give me Paris—Paris that hums and 
teems with life 24 hours in 24! Who knows 
Paris? I have prowled in its catacombs and 
escaped over its pointed roofs and slid down 
its lightning rods and lain-hid in forgotten 
little courtyards of past centuries. After 
% years in Paris I am still exploring and 
discovering it. Cartouche, Maudrin, Rava- 
chol and all the great chieftains famous 
in the history of civilized brigandage loved 
Paris as I do.” 

Asked whether he had ever committed 
murder, Auguste Fevrot replied with a mild 
sneer: 

“Tf I had killed I would not tell you, for 
my love of excitement does not go so far 
that I wish a trial for murder. Nor is 


emotions I have on my program. 

“Rut I never found it necessary to kill 
any one. Some of my men have used the 
knife or pistol, but it was always done 
contrary to my orders. Those who resorted 
to murder were fellows with dangerous 
instincts or plain bunglers. I never af- 
terward would have anything to do with 
them. Any fool can shoot or stab. 
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“If, despite his cleverness, ‘a man falls 
into a trap, the artistic thing Is to escape 
without spilling blood, but by superior 
skill. 

“Once, In the dark and after a long scuf- 
fle, 1 handcuffed a detective with a palir 
of bracelets he was trying to clasp on me, 
That's the sort of thing which gives satis- 
faction. 

“If I had chosen 
got away this thue. But when I saw the 
officer killed I cried to my partners, ‘Quit 
that, fools!’ as the other officers will testi- 
fy 
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Policemen I! 
enemies. They 
in a game 
flat. 
and a good detective 
in common—bravery, 
coolness, shrewdness, self-reliance, wonder- 
ful intuition of what will happen next. 
Only, the detective Knows that he has the 
law with him I'm afraid that must de- 

tract from the interest.” 

Two days later the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
correspondent was admitted to the room 
Fevrot occupies In the Prison de la 
Sante in the Latin quarter. He enjoys spe- 
cial privileges pending his conviction. His 
cell is the very room where Lieut.-Col. Pic- 
quart lived nine months at the time of the 
Dreyfus agitation. 

Fevrot’'s guards Hke to make him talk 
of his adventures, and in exchange for his 
readiness they let him wear his own clothes, 
him with the fastidious tollet that 
and with his abundant money 
they buy him excellent meals. 

Hie received the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
correspondent with easy courtesy. He re- 
ferred several times to the United States as 
in admirable nation—the one he has select- 
ed to spend the rest of his life tn ff, as he 
he escapes from the clutches of the

and Julie, his only daughter, two years 
younger, received the best education. The 
girl, now dead, was a fine vocalist, and Au- 
guste always managed to keep up his prac- 
tice on the ‘cello. 

One day he fell In with young crooks whe 
mistook him for one of their stamp and 
took him upon a night expedition. The plan 
failed and two of the gang were caught, 
Fevrot himself barely escaping. A week 
later it was he who led the thieves against 
the same safe, and this ‘time the under- 
taking was successful. 

“The business attracted me from the 
first,’ he says. “I found that it was full 
of variety and left no time for ennui or 
brooding. Besides, I discovered in myself 
the qualifications of pluck and intelligence 
which distinguish famous leaders. 

“A factor added special relish to the burg- 
lar’s calling. I was the son of a millionaire 
and often took tea or dinner in the very 
mansion I had planned to rob, so that I 
had the keen enjoyment of a Hyde-Jekyl 
existence, discussing the fobbery next day, 
with the people I had looted. 

“Naturally, I found opposition to my de« 
sire of leading men who had had years of 
experience. But when my time for military 
service came I was pretty well recognized 
in the profession. 

“During my three years. as a soldier I 
read: ceaselessly to improve myself. You 
have no idea what a store of sound knowl- 
edge lies available in the detective stories. 
The writer of ‘penny-dreadfuls’ is often a 
well-informed fellow, and anybody who re- 
jects the trashy part and retains what's 
valuable will, with practical experience, of 
course, find himself pretty well able to take 
care of himself. 

“While in the army I retained control of 
some dozen skilled housebreakers and di- 
rected their movements. Twice, under my 
instructions, they looted the treasury of the 
regiment. 

“When honorably discharged I took a trip 
to London to work under some expert 
English burglars. Wonderful fellows they 
are, these Englishmen! They could give 
cards and spades to the average French 
colleague any day! 

“In London I first got acquainted with 
American burglars’ tools—so cr mpact, 
light, ingenious, real jewels of blued steel! 
And it was I who first imported the Ameri- 
can kit into France, where now it’s used 
to the exclusion of all else.”’ 

At this point Fevrot digressed in an ad- 
miring homage to some American “cracks” 
in the profession.. He knows them by name 
only—except one or two. But he reveres 
their cleverness. Express robberies and the 
holding up of passenger trains excite his 
wonder and envy. 

“That's real business and no mistake!’’ 
he cried. “Something that calls for pluck 
and planning! If I ever get there’—., 


The sentence was left unfinished, but the - 


correspondent could see in the dreamy look 
of the burglar’s eyes pleasant Visions of 
trains held up or ditched in dark ‘nights, 
of wealthy passengers made to give up 
watches and money at the sight of pistols, 

“From the time I returned from London, 
where I only worked a year, till now,"’ Fer- 
vot went on, “I remained in Paris. I have 
had under my orders at one time or another 
almost every French crook who is promi- 
nent. But although I have had as many 
as 60 men working under me, of late the 
inevitable blunders of large gangs had an- 
noyed me too greatly, so that for the last 
three years I have retained only about! 10 
men. 

“Yet I know every one who ever pried a 
window loose in this city, and I may call 
on any one of them. All-are willing to work 
for me because I am generous, lead them to 
success and am always ready. to help them 
out when they are in a scrape. 

“Besides, they fear me,” added Fevrot, 
with a smile. “I am not of their class. I 
live differently, talk differently. They know 
that Iam wealthy and—a gentleman.” 

M. Cochefert says that Fevrot will get a 
sentence of 20-years at hard labor. Fevrot 
thinks so too. But he adds, with tranquil 
confidence: 

“Let them’ sentence me iff they choose 
I know all about their penitentiaries and 
convict colonies. You don't suppose I would 
confess so freely if 1 thought they could 
hold me? With ingenuity to co-ordinate 
and direct all the heads interested tn me 
and money to corrupt any_corruptible offi- 
clal the government eannot hold me siz 
months. 

“Except by putting me in a special cell, 
with soldiers to watch me night and day, 
I shall appoint my own time of escape. 
And you may tell your people in the United 
States that I shall have held up some of 
them before another spring brings new 
leaves to the trees of the squares.”’ 

And the guard who led the correspondent 
out through the prison corridors said: 

Fevrot will do it if he says so. I am an 
expert in criminals, and this one—mon 
Dieu!—he means what he says!”

| HOSE who go down to sea in ships in 
'% the ordinary business or pleasure 

trips to the Old World, have little 
conception of the life on board the army 
transport. The voyage to the Qld World is 
now made in from seven to nine days by all 
first-class steamers. The first three days of 
the passage is consumed in seasickness, 
which is the ordinary experience; leaving 
-but a brief time for the enjoyment of the 
pleasure of an ocean voyage. On the army 
transport the conditions are entirely differ- 
ent. The ordinary seasickness is experi- 
enced, but the time thus consumed is 80 
smad) when compared with the time re- 
quired to make the trip from San Francisco 
to Manila, that it is scarcely noted asa fac- 
tor in time. 

The United States Transport Sumner, the 
latest addition to the army transportation 
service, was scheduled to sail from Ban 
Franciseo for the Orient Monday, July 16, 
nat 4 clock in the afternoon. But before 
ihe hour of sailing she was ordered to go to 
China, by way of Kobe and Nagasaki, Jap- 
an. This caused delay, as one battalion 
of the Fifteenth United States Infantry, un- 
der orders for China, had not yet arrived, 
though hurrying across the continent from 
New York by rail as fast as steam could 
carry it. 

Late in the night of the 16th the four com- 
panies of the Fifteenth Infantry, in com- 
mand of Cal. Moale, arrived in Oakiand 
Cal., and at once crossed the bay by tebry 
boat and marched to the wharf and boarded 
the Sumner. In addition to the battalion of 
the Fifteenth Infantry, there were many 
officers en route to Manila, returning from 
sick leave In the states, and others under 
orders tor service in China, as well as a 
nuinber of ladies trained for army nurses, 
Gen. Barry and staff and Mrs. Bel, the 
wife of Gen. J. F. Bell, who won his siar 
in gallant service in the work of breaking 
up the insurgent army in the Philippines. 

In the list of returning officers is the gal- 
lant Dean Quinlan, first Heutenant in the 
Philippine Cavalry, a battalion organized 
from the Macabebes. Lieut..Quinlan was 
severely wounded in action at Calbon Bar- 
rio, Jan. 25, 1900, and is returning to duty, 
after an absence of three months, made nec- 
essary by his wound. Mr. Quinlan was a 
private in the Third Artillery at the capture 

‘of Manila, and fought his way to his pres- 
ent position and has been mentioned five 
times in special orders by the secretary of 
war for conspicuous and gallant service in 
action. He contributed much to the orgran- 
ization and efficiency of the Macabebe 
Reqpts, which has been a valuable auxiliary 
to the American army in breaking up and 
hunting down the insurgent and ladrone 
bands which is all that is now left of the 
insurgent rebliion. 

The Macabebes have established their al- 
legiance to American supremacy in a hun- 
Gred battles and have never fired a shot 
Qguinst the government represented by the 
Siars and atripes. 

At 10 o'clock on the morning of July 17, 
the Summer's sailing flag was unfurled. In 
the meantime the decks were crowded with 
bageage until it seemed little if any room 
would be left for passengers. But there is 
no confusion. The experience of the ship's 
officers js such that everything moves 
with the precision of a clock. The pile of 
trunks, boxes and bundles is pushed for- 
ward by brawny arms until a resting place 
is found in the hold of the ship. While 
this work is going forward the last words 
of affection are being tenderly spoken by 
‘wife. mother, sweetheart or friend to the 
brave heart who le to face the dangers of 
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sea and battle on land in defense of the 
flag and the country, whose boundary line 
has been taken up by the brave men of 
the army and navy at the Golden Gate 
and carried a distance of more than 6000 
miles—nearly 400 miles beyond the point 
where the gentle waters of the Pacific Ocean 
mingle with the waves of the treacherous 
China Sea. The hour hand on the big clock 
at the wharf points to 12 o’clock and with 
it the engine far below the decks begin to 
throb and pulsate with life; the great wheel 
begins to go around, gently as the life-blood 
of the steam throbs and pulsates in the 
great arteries, while the trembling motion 
bespeaks returning vitality to the heart of 
the sleeping vessel; this is followed by a 
sensation that the earth is slipping away 
as the vessel swings from its moorings. 


The distance to the wharf increases and 
amid the waving of handkerchiefs from 
the shore and the strains of ‘‘The Star 
Spangled Banner’ as discoursed by the 
regimental band of the Fifteenth Infantry, 
the vessel faces about and starts on its long 
journey of 8000 miles. Soon the rising and 
falling of the vessel gave unmistakable evi- 
dence that it had passed from the bay to 
the open sea. The Golden Gate receded from 
view and a joyous assembly filtted about the 
decks, saloon and smoking room. As the 
shadows extended the outlines of the Call- 
fornia coast faded until a mere shadow at 
the skyline was all that could be seen of 
the home country. The sun passed beneath 
the waves of the broad expanse of waters 
and darkness, relleved only by the stars, 
fell upon the ship and the waters. There 
was A meekness upon many faces; a weight 
of anxiety and restless interest succeeded 
the gentle meekness. The art of conversa- 
tion is equal to many embarrassing situa- 
tions but it was manifest it was to be put 
to a severe test. Conversation when it 
drags requires a variety of topics and many 
changes of company. It was spreadins 
the leaven was working. The field of con- 
versation was practically abandoned and 
games, the last resort in the barren field of 
conversation, introduced. The games pro- 
gressed indifferently, and conversation al- 
most ceased. An observation by some one 
engaged in a game, at an interval of every 10 
minutes, was accepted as entirely sufficient, 
and the poverty of conversation was never 
so strongly manifest. No replies to occa- 
sional remarks were ventured upon or de- 
sired. Silence seemed the one thing desired 
and successfully obtained. The sparkling 
epigrams of Douglas Jerrold would not have 
provoked a smile from all the 68 passengers, 
but recently so mirthful. No one laughed 
even in the presence of the stars; the stars 
are not sympathetic on such occasions. Qul- 
etly but none the less hurriedly, the at- 
traction of the staterooms ceca It 
has come, that implacable enemy oT sea 
travel—seasickness, has the ship's passen- 
gers in its grasp. Before it all rank and 
class distinction disappear. The strains of 
laughter have given place to heart-rending 
groans and evidence of great suffering are 
wafted from gangway to hurricane dcek. 
While seasickness obtained through the 
ship, the roll of the vessel and the increase 
of the wind in force and volume indicated 
the ship was following or running into &a 
storm, the force of which could not be es- 
timated. The barometer, the one scientific 
guide for the master of the ship, had fallen 
rapidly; this certainly indicated an imme- 
diate weather change, but whether cold, 
rain or wind, or both the last two named, 
could not be determined in advance: The 
ship was put in readiness for the changed 
conditions. The roar of the waves as they 
broke upon the’ sides of the ship were re- 
sponded to by the moans of the many sick, 
until the few who had escaped seasickness 
sought relief by sleep. There was little sleep 
during the night. 


The morning of the 1&th found the force 
of the storm increased. The thermometer

registered 51 degrees and the leaden clouds 
hung s0 low that it seemed to almost touch 
the mast of the ship. The white caps 
chased each other in beauty and grandeur 
while the waves thundered against the 
sides of the ship with the noise of the ex- 
plosion of artillery, or rolled across the 
decks, flooding many of the state rooms. 
Passengers able to go down to the dining 
room experienced great difficulty in reach- 
ing it on account of the force of the wind. 
Mai. Smith, paymaster, was carried by the 
wind the entire width of the ship, but 
fortunately escaped being carried over- 
board by throwing himself on the deck and 
grasping the railing. He was uninjured, 
but his hat was blewn away in the wind. 
The racks placed on the table to hold the 
dishes in place were but little assistance 
as the rolling of the ship carried the dishes 
from some of the tables, and tossed the 
waiters from side to side in the dining 
room. The condition remained without ma- 
terial-change all the 18th and 19th. No land 
sail or living thing could be The 
wild waste of waters mountains high 
and fiercely expended thelr force against 
each other. The vessel continued steadily 
on its Way, now crest of a great 
billowy wave, and then passing down in 
the deep valley of the sea. Sea sickness 
was forgotten; those who, while in the 
throes of the terrible effects, who had 
made up their minds to Me, suddenly real- 
ized that there was vet something to live 
for, and that something was to eat, began 
to make frequent demands on the stewards. 

At the hour for retiring on the night of 
the 19th the force of the wind was un- 
changed, but with the morning of the 20th 
the waves were-calm and few white caps 
visible, and the vessel glided along as 
gently as though borne upon the bosom of a 
summer sea. Thanksgiving was manifest 
on every face for the calm and 
after the long and dreary hours of a three- 
days’ storm. It realization was so restful 
so like the from a long and 
troublesome fever sleep. 

Many davs of cold and foggy weather fol- 
lowed, 'n which overcoats and wraps were 
brought cut, but at the end of 19 days 
came warmer weather and sunshine, which 
continued until this place was reached, the 
warm weather increasing until the ther- 
mometer registered 75 degrees. 

There is little variation of life on a trans- 
port. At & o'clock the band plays ‘‘The Star 
Spangled Banner’ and all stand at atten- 
tion, uncovered, as the flag is run up to the 
mast. The same ceremony marks the tak- 
ing down cf the flag at the close of the day. 
This spectacle, always impressive, is in- 
tensified by the sight of efficers, soldiers, 
and passengers Standing uncovered on a 
ship in mid-ocean, While patriotic strains 
of music float out over the waves. Truly 
the sun no longer sets on the American 
flag. Retreat in far away Alaskd is re- 
sponded to by revellle In the heart of the 
Orient. Above and beyond all these _pa- 
triotic aire as borne more than half way 
around ‘he world falls only upon the ears 
of freemen.

watching schools of whales, flying fish, 
the gamb@s of the porpoise make up the 
ordinary Cay.

For out in mid-ocean on the twelfth day 
after le aving San Francisco a vessel was 
sighted.” Lovely at all times is a ship in 
full sail. but doublv so when she its seen 
after many days anxiously gazing upon 
the sea, and is seen from afar, sailing on a 
smooth sea. under a cloudiess sky, the sun 
lighting up her white sails. No other ships 
were-in sight; there was no evidence of the 
long line of smoke above the sky line, which 
marks the presence of some steamer Car- 
rving the Stars and Stripes. 

There was nothing to vary the routine 
of the trip until July 28. at which time the 
hundred and eightieth meridian was 
passed and a day gained, the time passing 
from July 28 to July 30, Sunday being lost. 

The line traveled is known as the north- 
ern route from San Francisco to the Orient, 
though ships from Vancouver pursue a line 
still one hundred miles north of that trav- 
ersed by the ‘‘Sumner.’’ 

On the morning of Aug. 6, the 
of the island of Nippon, the largest 
of the group of Islands of Japan, upon 
which the capital is situated, was sighted. 
The capital is Tokio, and is abouf{ 150 miles 
from the western coast. 

The vessel sailed along the coast for two 
anchoring at Kobe on the night of 
being twenty days from the date of 
San Francisco, a distance of

Aug. 7, 
sailing from 
5400 miles. 

The most notable object along the coast 
of Japan is Kashi Yama or the sacred 
mountain, which towers above all others, 
and though more than fifty miles distant, 
was plainly and clearly defined. It is 13,- 
009 feet above the level of the sea. It is a 
volcanic formation and Is in active erup- 
tion all the time. It ts worshiped by all 
the natives In the greatest reverence. 

The coast of Japan is mountainous as is 
the entire island. The coast is supplied 
with numerous lighthouses, and ts almost a 
continuous fortification; there is Hitle of 
the four hundred miles of soast that is not 
supplied with formidable appearing siege 
guns, whose frowning presence testify to 
the fact that the far Orient, like all Eu- 
rope, is one vast military camp. 

The Sumner anchored at Kobe under the 
guns of the fort and awaited for davlight 
and a pilot to guide the vessel through 
the straits and tslands constituting Japan's 
Iniand Sea. Kobe has a population of te 
Om, and two morning papers printed in the 
Ienglisa language. The medical officers 
came aboard and inapected the ship and 
passengers, but as the ship was only an- 
chored for the purpose of « o btaining a pliot, 


none of the passengers went ashore. The 
city looks from the sea very much like an 
American western city, being dotted with a 
number of smokestacks from manufactur- 
ing institutions. Here was found the big 
hospital ship the Relief, just from Manila 
en route to the scene of war in China. 
She put in here for the purpose of purchas- 
ing medical supplies, which could not be 
obtained in Manila. Kobe is noted for the 
manufacture of many of the medical sup- 
plies used by the army in the east and by 
the trade in the United States. 


It was 12:30 in the afternoon before a pi- 
lot could be obtained, as the demand for the 
service of pilots in the Inland Sea is so 
great just now as to exceed the supply, and 
the one obtained by the Sumner had ar- 
rived over the line late the previous night 
after being on duty more than 30 hours. The 
law requires the pilots to respond to every 
call under a penalty of forfeiture of license. 
With less than one night’s sleep the pilot 
took his post on the big ship, headed for 
the difficult and dangerous trip to Nagasa- 
ki, 400 miles distant. The Inland Sea is a 
body of water varying in width from one- 
half to 20 miles wide. At the narrowest 
point innumerable islands exist, thrown up 
from 300 to 1000 feet high. All islands as 
large or larger than one mile in circumfer- 
ence are inhabited and under cultivation. 
The land is terraced, one rising above the 
other along the side of the mountain, and 
from the ship present the appearance of 
flower gardens. The day was a cloudless 
one, and the water as level as the face of a 
mirror. At 9 o'clock at night, beneath the 
rays of a magnificent moon, the point where 
the Morgan City Went upon the treacher- 
ous rocks of the channel and was wrecked, 
was passed. No more magnificent body of 
water or beautiful scenery can be found 
than that of the Inland Sea. 


At 12 o'clock, noon, of Aug. 9, 
what is known as Twenty Mile Strait. 
the most picturesque of any point. At the 
head of this strait is situated the town of 
Shimonaski, which occupies both sides of 
the channel, which is here very narrow. It 
centains about 40,000 population, and is a 
point where steamers obtain coal. It has 
also a Buddhist temple of very imposing 
appearance. The name of the town will be

There ix a civilization of quite an old es- 


tablished character here, and as we passed 
fmiong ancient monasteries and churches, 
evidences of a past Spanish civilization, 
were veneountered at many points. The 
roads hed degenerated into mere mud ruts 
and were practically impassable, although 
they had been originally well laid out. 

The proof of ingenuity on the part of the 
previons tnhabitants wae plainly visible in 
the architecture of some of the houses, be- 
ing the most unique that we had ever seen. 
They were constructed of bamboo and Nipa 
and most of them were glazed with sea 
shells, which gave them a most attractive 
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appearance. The convents were all deco- 
rated in this manner. 

I am purposely omitting any mention of 
our military experiences, as such informa- 
tion naturally goes through the regular 
sources, 

What I was surprised at after passing 
through the tropical heat of Manila and 
some of the lowlands was the perfection 
of the climate and the ideal character of the 
place which we found here. The spot has 
no equal in the United States, nor probably 
in any known zone. From it no one has 
migrated for generations because they pre- 


sumably do not think {t worth while As 
Lubecan has existed 300 years there has been 
a great deal of inyermarrying between its 
inhabitants, who number about. 12.000, and 
they are practically one large family. 

The town ts about 4000 feet above sea 
level and Iles at the foot of one of the 
most picturesque mountains in the worla— 
Mount Banajoa—whose peaks rise #00 feet 
higher and are perpetually shrouded in mist. 
No one, so far as I know, has ever climbed 
to the top of Mount Banajao, which 1s clad

HESTER A. BOOKES, a 20-year-old 
boy from Rochester, N. Y., is 
doomed to spend his youth, his 

strength ard his ambition in a prison. He 
is at present the most talked-of convict in 
the United States. 

When, 40 years hence, his court-martial 
sentence, served on Alcatraz Island, out- 
side the Golden Gate, shall have expired, 
Bookes wil! be old, feeble, friendless, hope- 
less, sick at heart. 

Even then, however, he will not able to 
forget that he was once a traitor. The 
realization of this, which burns his very 
soul with shame, will not fade even with 
atonement. It will be just as keen when 
the convict who once deserted his regiment 
unas borne his 40 years’ humiliation and is 
set free.

“IT thought I would be shot, but I was 
too mad and too drunk on beno to care. 

“Still, I wasn’t so much afraid they'd 
shoot me then as I was when I was first 
taken before the Fillpino major at Mala- 
bon, When he found I could speak Span- 
ish he told me I would have to write a 
letter to Martin and tell him to bring his 
rifle and ammunition and as many of the 
boys as he could get. He told me that ff J 
didn't write it he would have me shot. I 
was crazy drunk, so I wrote it. 


“Then the major sent {t off b¥ a Filipino 
woman who acted as a sort of spy for the 
major and fell in with an American. soldier 
that she liked and the officers got the let- 
ter. 

“For three months I was a prisoner and 
kept constantly on the march. They offered 
to make me captain tf I would fight the 
Americans. I declined. 

“At last we came to Gineanga, where there 
were 600 Spanish prisoners, and we were 
put among them a 


“One day a sallor named Robertson got 
away to Manila and told the captain of the 
Brooklyn that we were prisoners at Ginean- 
ga. The captain sent a launch loaded with 
marines and they spotted us just as we 
were crossing a lagoon tn a boat. Thera 
were four Americans beside myself and 
three Fillpinos tn the boat. We Amerteana 
were unarmed, but the Goo Goose all had 
guns. The launch signaled us to stop, but 
the Filipinos ordered us to kéep right on 
while they turned loose on the marines. 
Then the launch let them have it and the 
fight was over. We were taken to Manila 
and assigned to the casualty detachment, 
after being in the hospital six days.+ 

“In Manila I met two Spanish officers who 
wanted me to go with them to Barcelona, 
Spain, but I wouldn't go. Just a short time 
after that | was court-martialed. 

“Meyers confessed to deserting and Bot 
three years, and I didn't expect to get any 
more. The men from the Twenty-first and 
the Twenty-seventh> were never tried.
